Mrs. Lillian C. Hiestand Tells 
Police Man Stored“ Arti- 
cles, Then Disappeared.

DETECTIVE 


Says She Agreed to Marry Him 
and Join United States 
Secret Service. 


Mrs. Lillian C. Hiestand, 35 years old, 
of 1419 North Park place, a bride of 
three weeks, went to the Magnolia Ave- 
nue Police Station Monday and told a 
strange story of how a man, to whom 
she was engaged before her marriage to 
Charles F. Hiestund, had obtained valu- 
able heirlooms from her while posing as 
a United States secret service detective. 

Mrs. Hiestand said the man was 
known to her as Walter A. Rowland, 


but that he was sometimes known as 
Dalton. She first met him early in 
October, she said, when he called at 
her home and made inquiries about her 
stepson, William F. Lambrecht, propri- 
etor of a drug store at 2911 South Jef 
ferson avenue. Mrs. Hiestand’s first 
husband was Lambrecht’s father. 

Said He Was Detective. 

When Rowland called on her she was 
living at 3320 Portis avenue. She told 
Rowland what she knew of her son-in- 
law, she said, and asked why he want 
ed the information. Rowland then dis- 
closed that he was a secret service 
man. She showed him through her 
home, and he told her she was 80 
shrewd that she ought to become a Gov- 
ernment detective. 

The widow agreed with her plausible 
visitor that detective work was just 
what she was cut out for, she said, and 
a few days later Rowland returned and 
brought her several application blanks, 
which she signed. He told her she soon 
would be on the secret service staff. 

She was so eager to get right out and 
detect, she said, that she told Rowland 
she intended to break up housekeeping 
end sell her furniture so that she could 
be free to take detective es e - 
| from Uncle Sam. 

Agreed te Get Married. 

Rowland. she std, replied: Don't you 
do anything of the sort. We'll get mar- 
ried and keep up the home.“ She agreed 
to this, she said. i 

Soon after they became engaged, she 
said, Rowland suggested that her grand 
father clock, paintings and other heir- 
looms were too valuable to be kept at 
home. 

Rowland had these articles removed 

and told her he had placed them in 
storage. Late in October he disappeared 
and she has been unable to find him. 
She became the bride of Hiestand, Dec. 
15 last. she said. 

Mra. Hiestand said the articles re- 
moved from her home were worth more 
than $1000, the clock alone being valued 
at $2650. : 

Rowland, she said, boasted of thrilling 
encounters with moonshiners and other 
lawbreakers while in the secret cervice. 
She said he showed her pictures of 
Japanese women tattooed on his arms 
and a large picture of an eagle tattooed 
on his chest. , 

Tells of Mysteriom Visit. 

Mrs. Hiestand said he decided to call 
on the police several days ago, when 
a mysterious man and woman visited 
her at her new home. The woman, she 
said, showed her a towel and asked her 
if she recognized it. She also held ow 
a paper with a name signed at the bot- 
tom and asked if it was the signature 
ef her former husband, Lambrecht. 

When Mrs. Hiestand asked for an ex- 
planation of these strange actions, sho 
said, the woman told her she was a 
Government secret service agent. Mrs. 
Hiestand, she said, asked to see the 
woman's star, and the woman replied: 
“Government officers don’t show their 
stars to everybody.”

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INDIAN TRAILS OIL 


MAN AND WOMAN 
HERE, BOTH HELD 


Arrests Reveal Strange Story of 
Speculators Trying to Get 
Young Redman’s Land. 


GOVERNMENT WARD HERE 
Brother Finds Him Registered at 
Hotel With Oklahoma Pro- 
moter and Companion. 


The arrest of Henry T. Davidson, an 
oil land promoter of Fort Gibson, Ok.. 
and Mrs. May D. Rowe, a Cherokee In- 
dian, of Muskogee, Ok., at the Mary- 
land Hotel, Monday, brought out Aa 
strange story of the efforts of oil specu- 


lators to induce a young Indian to sign 
away his right to an %&-acre tract of 
land in the Bartlesville oil field of Ok- 
lahoma. 

Davidson and Mrs. Rowe, who is 30 
years old, and a divorcee, were arrested 
in room 214 at the Maryland Hotel, They 
had registered there as Mr. and Mrs 
Davidson. Also registered at the hotel 
was Jack Madden, the young Indlar, 
whose oil property is said to be a shin- 
ing mark for land speculators. 

Clarence W. Madden, a brother of 
Jack Madden, caused the arrest. He 
arrived in St. Louis Sunday, on the trail 
of Davidson, and is registered at the 
Benton Hotel. 

Lease to Land Signed. 

Jack Madden owns 80 acres of land at 
Wann, Ok., near Bartlesville. David- 
son, in the holdover, Monday, said that 
he and Mrs. Rowe were not trying to 
spirit Jack Madden away, but that they 
were trying to keep him out of the 
clutches of oil speculators, with whom, 
he said, Clarence Madden was in league 

He admitted that he and Mrs. Rowe 
were in Kansas City with Jack Madden 
Dec. 5, and that Madden there signed 
over to them a lease on his oil property, 
the consideration being $1000 and a prom- 
ise of half the profits if oil was found 
on the land. 

According to Davidson, young Mad- 
den was of legal age in September, but 
in Oklahoma there is a Government 
regulation that an Indian's age is count- 
ed from the time his birth is officially 
registered. Under this regulation Mad- 
den will not be of legal age in Oklaho- 
ma until Jan. 12. 

Held for Federal Officers. 

Davidson said that after Jan. 12 the 
tease signed in Kansas * would be 
good. 

Clarence Madden alleged that David- 
son and Mrs. Rowe were trying to. se- 
quester his brother until Jan. 12, when 
they intended to have him sign a new 
lease. 

Mrs. Rowe is a half-sister of Clarence 
Madden’s wife. Since her arrest she has 
refused to make a statement. No formal 
charge has been placed against her. 
The police said they were holding David- 
son for the Federal authorities and were 
detaining the woman as a witness. 

Tells of Trailing Pair. 

Clarence Madden told reporters that 
his brother’s property was worth 550. 
000 and that unusual efforts had been 
made to induce the young man to sign 
it away for a consideration, Jack Mad- 
den, the brother said, was taken on rail- 
road trips to several Oklahoma towns 
and to Kansas City and was shown a 
„good time“ and kept well supplied with 
money and intoxicants. Madden said 
that he and A. O. Baker trailed David- 
son, Mrs. Rowe and the brother first to 
Kansas City and then to St. Louis. 

Davidson said it was he and Mrs. 
Rowe who did the trailing and that in 
Kansas City they found young Madden. 
under the influence of “knockout’’ drops 
given to him by designing oil specu- 
lators. 

At the Maryland Motel it was said 
that Jack Madden registered there Sun- 
day and was assigned to room 216, ad- 
joining that of Davidson and Mrs. Rowe. 
but that he never went to the room and 
his whereabouts were not known to the 
hotel attaches.

BODY FOUND: DEATH) 
IN SEA A MYSTERY 


Disappeared Is Thrown Up by 
Waves at Brighton Beach. 


Father Believes She Lay Down 
to Rest, Fell Asleep, Was 
Carried Out by Tide.

solve the mystery of the disappearance 
of Miss Jessie Evelyn McCann, the 
young settlement worker, who left her 
Brooklyn home Dec. 4, and was not seen 
alive again by any member of her fam- 
ily. 

The furious breakers that foamed over 
the Brighton Beuch board walk and al- 
most invaded the concourse throughout 
the hours of Saturday night and early 
Sunday morning, released the girl’s body 
from somewhere. 

A gold signet ring on the third finger 
of the right hand was the first thing on 
the body to attract attention. It was 
impossible to get the ring off for some 
time,. but a patrolman made out the in- 
itials, J. E. M.“ 

When Robert J. McCann, her brother, 
saw the body at the morgue he coi- 
lapsed. The face, torn with a month's 
rolling on the sands and stones of thie 
harbor. bottom, was unrecognizable, and 
the hands were badly mutilated, Yet the 
torso and limbs were still in a wonderful 
state of preservation, due, the doctors 
explained, to the cold temperature of the 


water. 
As soon as the brother viewed the 


ring he declared that this ornament, a 


graduation gift from relatives, could be 
none other than his sister’s, and that the 
hand which wore it must be hers. 
Identifies Sister Clothing. 
Miss Ethel McCann, younger sister of 
the dead girl, and her parents, recog- 
nized the ring and she identified the 
shoes on the body as ea pair belonging 
to her sister. Miss Ethel also recog- 


Coroner Tobin. who had found no 
marks of violence upon the body, or- 
dered that it be removed to a city 
morgue. An autopsy corivinced the Cor- 
oner’s physician that the girl had died 
simply from drowning and permission 
was given for burial. The body was 
then taken to her home. 

Miss MeCann'e father did not believo 
his daughter had taken her own life. 
Supported by his son and to some ex- 
tent by the family physician, Dr. Dur- 
ham, he. said he believed his daughter 
had become temporarily deranged 
through nervous exhaustion and incapa- 
ble of taking care of herself, and had 
drifted away from her friends and met 
her death accidentaHy. 

Young McCann said to reporters: “I 
feel quite satisfied that my sister, ex- 
hausted by her five hours’ work each 
day as a teacher, and, seeking some 
change at the scashorg, lay down on the 
beach or among the rocks under the 
sea wall for a little rest in the fresh 
air. 

‘She must have slept, and the tide 
must have overwhelmed her and carried 
her away. 1 am sure my sister did not 
commit suicide. She had no reason 
to do 50.“ 

Denies Oppesing Marriage. 

The elder McCann said he had not the 
slightest suspicion that any person could 
be held responsible for his daughter's 
death. “I am sure my poor Jessie came 
to her death in a natural way.“ 

Wendell C. Squires, who had sad he 
wanted to marry Miss McCann, when 
informed that her body had been re- 
covered, went to see her family, where 
he was a heart-broken mourner. 

McCann denied that on the night of 
Dec. 8 he had told his daughter he 
would not consent to a marriage to 
Squires, 

“Jessie and I had no quarrel,” he said 
The evident welcome extended to Squires 
at the McCann home yesterday seemed 
also to dispose of such a theory.

GIGANTIC REGIONAL 
BANK IN NEW YORK 
URGED BY BY BANKERS 


NEW YORK, Jan. 6.—Creation of a 
regional bank of commanding impor 
tance in New York was urged at the 
first hearing held here today by the 
commission from Washington, The 
hearing was conducted by Secretary 
McAdoo of the Treasury, Department 
and Secretary’ Houston of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.

LETTER PURPORTING

A letter written in Spanish, mailed in 
St. Louis an dpurporting to be signed by 
Ralph Lopez, Mexican gunman and slay- 
er of six men, who was held at bay in 
a mine in Bingham, Utah, from which 
he escaped a few days ago, was re- 


ceived by the Post-Dispatch Monday 
morning. It was dated Jan. 1, and stated 
that the writer was in St. Louis and 
had enjoyed a happy New Year. It 
was mailed Saturday morning. 

Text of Letter. 

A part of the letter contained words 
not in the Spanish dictionary, in such 
number as to make an exact transla- 
tion impossible. The letter, so far as 
translatable, read as follows: 

“St. Louis, Jan. 1, 1914. 

Mr. Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

“Dear Sir: Will you kindly inform the 
police of Bingham, Utah, that I am in 
this city, calmly drinking in a boarding 
house, not worrying, and espcially tell 
the Sheriff of Bingham. Don Smith, that 
he needn't be scared about me, or lose 
any more time looking fer me in the 
mine. 

J arrived in this city yesterday and 
walked the streets downtown until 2 in 
the morning, and had the pleasure of 
making the acquaintance of the St. 
Louis police, who are long on talk, but 
short on action. I had a happy New 
Year and took in a nickel moving pic- 
ture show, without having to keep my 
eye peeled for anyone who might hap- 
pen to come near me. 

I dare say I am hardiy the devil that 
the police say I am, even if I do kill 
gringos. * * * Well so long—Happy 
New Year. I'm not giving you my ad- 
dress—it isn’t convenient. 

“RALPH LOPEZ.” 

Lopez killed John Valdez, another 
Mexican, Nov. 21, and in resisting arrest 
he shot and killed Chief of Police Grant 
of Bingham and, Deputy Sheriffs Otto 
Whitbeck and Nephi Jensen. He hid 
himself in the Minnie mine and killed 
Deputy Sheriffs Hudsey and Mandrich, 
who sought to take him out. Sheriff 
Smith then started coal tar smudges, in 
the hope of smoking out the outlaw, 
and by Dec. 16 it was believed that Lo- 
pez must be dead if he had not escaped 
from the mine.

Attorney-Generd! Says Missouri 
Cannot Force Ousted Firms 
to Pay Judgments. 


Special ta, the Post-Dispatch. 
SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. §.—Attorney- 
General Lucey of Illinois holds that liens 
on judgments against the ousted Mis- 
souri corporations which have remoyed 
to Illinois cannot be collected by Mis- 
souri. 

The Attorney-General made a state- 
ment when he was informed that At- 
torney-General Barker of Missouri hal 


said that the departure from the State 
of some of the lumber companies which 
had been ousted and fined in Missouri 
would not enable them to escape pay- 
ment of the fine. 

Barker declared a judgment of the 
Missouri Supreme Court would be goon 
in any other state and that collection 
could be made wherever the convicted 
concerns set up business. The fines 
against the companies which have 
moved to Illinois aggregate $110,000. 
Attorney-General Lucey said today: 
“Answering the statement that a Mis- 
souri official is quoted as having made, 
that the State of Missouri can collect 
fines and penalties assessed against the 
ousted corporations who have moved 
in Illinois in the State of Illinois ana 
that the Illinois officials will assist the 
State of Missouri to collect such pen- 
alties, I would say that a judgment in 
a civil proceeding against an individual 
or corporation in the State of Missouri 
or any other state will be recognized 
in Illinois and such a judgment the II- 
linois courts will assist the State of 
Missouri to collect, but there is a dif- 
ferent rule relative to judgments for 
fines or penalties which are criminal in 
their nature and I am of the opinion 
that the courts of Illinois will not assist 
the State of Missouri to collect such 
fines and penalties: It is the general 
rule that one state will not assist in the 
collection of fines and penalties imposed 
by the other.

CALUMET, Mich., Jan. 6—Terrosism | ik 
which has blighted the copper country 
began July 2, when 15,000 mine workers 
went on a strike for shorter hours, in- 
creased wages, better working condl- 
tions and recognition of the Western 

Federation of Miners. 

Since the strike was begun miners 
have been shot to death, children have 
been shot, guards, or “gunmen,” as they 
are called here, have forfeited their 
lives, members of the Michigan Na- 
tional Guard have been shot and mines 
have been dynamited. 

This is what it it all about: 

How Mining Company Rules. 

The Calumet and Hecla Mining Oo. 
dominates the district. When organ- 
‘ized in 1871 with a capital of $2,500,000— 
par value of the shares $25—it seized all 
the lands on which the towns of Red 
Jacket and Laurium now stand. 3 
is no city or town of Calumet; only a 
postoffice. The toWnship is called Calu- 
met. Almost all the churches, some 30, 
and all the schools are on ground now 
owned by the Calumet and Hecla. 

In the midst of the main street, be- 
tween the towns of Red Jacket and 
Laurium, are the offices of the mining 
company. The right of way was 
never surrendered. Street cars now 


have to go by a circuitous route and 
enter R Jacket by the “back door.” 


\American miners were in the majority 


for more than a decade after the enter- 
prise started. There are only a few 
Americans now. The majority of the 
miners in the district are Finnish; 
Croatians, Hungarians and Italians are 
next in number. For 15 years there has 
been no change in working conditions or 
wages. Meantime the great copper com- 
panies of Montana, Nevada and Arizona 
had increaged wages and shortened the 
hours. 

Before the strike the men received 
$2.20 a day for underground work and 
$1.75 a day for surface work. The hours 
ranged from 10 to ll. The Calumet and 
Hecla has shafts 4500 feet deep. The 
chief complaint of the miners was 
against the “one-man machine.” This 
is a machine used in copper mining that 
weighs more than 100 pounds. Formerly 
two men operated it, but the miners as- 
sert that the managers discovered that 
by using his utmost strength one man 
could operate it. It is charged that the 
machine has a violent vibration and 
breaks men down rapidly. 

President Moyer of the Western Fed- 
eration, who was shot several days ago 
at Hancock and deported, was in Europe 
when the strike began. Other Western 
Federation men came to Calumet, and 
representing the miners made these de- 
mands upon all the copper companies of 
the district. 

That the minimum wage for men work- 
ing underground should $3 a day; that 
the wage of the surface men should be 
$2 a day; that the hours “sag be re- 
duced to eight hours a da that the 
‘®ne-man machine“ should operated 
by two men, as is done in other states, 
and that the Western Federation should 
be recognized. It was pointed out to the 
mine managers that the Butte district 
paid for underground work $3.50 a day: 
the Bisbee district in Arizona $3.75, and 
= Bae’ and 8 districts in Nevada 

upward. 

Guards Were Imported. 

The demands were ignored. Violence 
began. The mine managers imported 
guards; the miners armed. After many 
acts of violence Gov. Ferris called out 
the State troops. The miners charge 
that the troops acted entirely in behalf 
of the mine owners; that the miners 
were not protected from assaults of the 
imported ‘“‘gunmen’’ employed by the 
mine owners. Parades were broken up 
and Judge O’Brien issued an injunction 
against picketing by the strikers. 

Shots Fired Into House. 

The troops and guards forced the 

strikers to get off the streets at 7 h. m. 
and not to leave their homes until 9 a.

Mrs. G. H. Barnes Gets Decree 


From Lumberman After Testi- 
' fying He Beat Her. 


Both the matrimonial alliance and 


| business partnership between Gilbert H. 


Barnes, a wealthy lumber dealer, and 
Mrs. Mary H. Barnes, were dissolved at 
Clayton, Monday, when Judge Wurde- 
man awarded a divorce to her. | 
In the financial settlement, made out 


ot court, Barnes paid to Mrs, Barnes 


$12,000 as alimony. It was also made 
known that she sold her stock in the 
G. H. Barnes Lumber Co., of which 
Barnes was president and she was treas- 
urer. She resigned as director and treas- 
urer of the company. 

From the testimony at the trial it 
appeared that Barnes and Mrs. Barnes, 
‘Who was formerly Miss Mary H. Stiles, 
as business partners, made a big suc- 


}| Cess of the lumber business, but as do- 


mestic paftners in the marriage rela- 
tionship, made a disastrous failure. 

Spectators in Judge Wurdeman’s court 
declared that Mrs. Barnes was the hand- 
somest applicant for a divorce to take 
the witness stand there in years. She 
wore a mouse-colored tailor-made. suit, 


With shees and stockings to match, and 


a richly plumed hat of orange shade. 
Her fur scarf encircled her neck several 
times, and reached to the floor while 
she was on the witness stand, telling a 
remarkable story of her matrimonial 
troubles. 
Tells Story of Attack. 

Mrs. Barnes became the bride of 
‘Rarnes 88 days after he, in 1912, divorced 
his first wife and agreed to pay her ali- 
mony of $150 a month. A few days after 
the second marriage the Barnes filed an 
ante-nuptial contract, in which eacn 
agreed to relinquish claim to the other’s 
property. 

The story of an attack made upon her 
the night of Dec. 4 constituted the prin- 
cipal ground upon which Judge Wurde- 
man gave the decree to Mrs. Barnes. 
“My husband came home at 11:30 p. 
m., Mrs. Barnes testified. ‘He called 
me out of bed to prepare hunch for him. 


came angered, cursed me dnd hit me 
with a glass filled with beer. He then 
seized me and was dragging me around 
the kitchen and beating me, when my 
mother, Mrs. J. Stiles, came to my res- 
cpe. He turned upon my mother and 
attacked her. 

“After we escaped from him he locked 
us in our rooms. We finally got dut of 
the rooms into the kitchen, and I 
climbed out of a window and telephoned 
to Sheriff Bode for protection.“ 

Mrs. Barnes’ story of the fight was 
corroborated by Mrs. Stiles. She assert- 
ed that Barnes kicked her in the back, 
and that she was still suffering from 
the injury. 

Mrs. Stiles said she was aroused from 
her sleep by the crashing of glass in 


she found Barnes dragging his 
wife around the room, frequently up- 
setting something and breaking glasses 
and dishes. 3

Formerly His Employe. 

Mrs. Barnes told the Court that her 
husband had heaped many other indig- 
nities upon her since she became his 
wife. She was employed in the offices 
of the lumber company before the mar- 
riage, and Barnes was so attentive to 
her that he often took her to and from 
the office in his automobile or car- 
riage. 

Barnes was not in court, but was rep- 
resented by Attorney R. H. Stevens, 
who interposed no objections to any 
part of the testimony, The maiden 
name of Mrs. Barnes was restored. 
After the trial, her attorneys said that 
a financial settlement had been made 
between Barnes and his wife, by which 
she: had severed all connections with the 
lumber company of which she had been 
an officer. and director for several years 
“before her marraige. 

Mrs. Barnes is now living at 586 Cen- 
tral avenue, Clayton, and Barnes is liv- 
ing at the Autenrieth Hotel. They lived 
in St. Louis for a time after their mar- 


riage.

jot which the State Supreme Court found the oust- 


ed lumber corporations guilty. The Business 


Men's League of this city, and the Commercial 


Club of Kansas City cannot afford to condone the 
offense, nor put themselves in the position of ask- 
ing special leniency for convicted corporations 
merely because they happen to be rich and power- 
ful. These commercial organizations cannot af- 
ford to stand for monopoly and conspiracies in 
restraint of trade, nor for any of their practices. 
They are destructive of legitimate business and 
interfere with that freedom of industry and com- 
merce which is essential to wholesome conditions 
which make for progress and the general welfare 
of the Commonwealth. 

Missouri can get along without the ousted com- 
panies. In the driving out of offending corpora- 
tions there are local and personal losses and in- 
conveniences, but the lumber business of the State 
will not suffer in the end. Unless there is a real 
monopoly in yellow pine, the people of the State 
will get all the yellow pine they 
need and the volume of business will be as large 
as ever. There will be as many men employed in 
this trade as ever. The State can spare the ousted 
lumber companies better than the companies can 
spare the business of the State. 

The Post-Dispatch protests the ouster de- 
cree against corporations because it is futile. 
Corporations are mere instruments of industry and 
commerce, They are as good or as bad as the 


is personal. The only just punishment for the 
misdeeds of corporations is the punishment of the 
men who actually dictate the policies of law- 
breaking rporations and commit the 'wrong- 
doing through their agencies. 

In punishing corporations the State penalizes 
the innocent as well as the guilty. As a rule the 
lightest penalty falls on the guilty and heaviest 
on the innocent. In driving them out of the State 
for wrongful acts done by their directors it in- 
I flicts punishment on persons in and out of the 
offending corporations who were in no degree 
responsible for their offenses. 

The State suffers the immediate loss of corpo- 
rate industrial and commercial] interests, and of 
individuals and their interests without real gain. 
orse than this, a legal monopoly may be set up 
in place of the illegal monopoly condemned by the 
Court. Instead of encouraging competition the 
State restricts it; -instead of multiplying citizens 
and competing corporations engaged in productive 
business the State diminishes them. The losses 
and inconveniences inflicted on others are brought 
about through an unnecessary, futile and harmful 
act. : 
In enforcing the anti-trust laws against corpora- 
tions the purpose is the elimination of monopoly 
practices with the least disturbance of legitimate 
business. Obedience to law is the prime object. 
The State’s interests will be fully conserved in 
the lumber cases by a course which will assure the 
continuation of the convicted lumber corporations 
in legitimate Missouri business conducted accord- 
ing to ldw. Destroy monopoly, but let sound busi- 
ness go on em . 


A FREE COUNTRY. 

The latest distinguished military victory was 
that gained by Gen: John Chase of the Colorado 
National Guard over Mother Jones. This dan- 
gerous 80-year-old insurrecto got off a train at 
Trinidad, intending to talk to the striking min- 
ers. Gen. Chase’s men surrounded her and put 
her back on the train, with orders not to return 
there, on peril of being “placed in jail and held 
incommunicado.” 

This is a free country. 
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COPPER MAGNATES’ SUBTERFUGE. 
In refusing a settlement of the copper strike 


the mine owners have laid stress on the undesir- 


ability of recognizing the Western. Federation of 
Miners, which they said was responsible for cam- 
paigns of ultra violence in Colorado, Idaho and 
other places. Doubtless there has been some sym- 
pathy with this attitude. But a settlement fs still 
resisted after this point has been waived and the 
workers offer to withdraw from this organization 
and affiliate with other unions of milder policies. 
The mine e@wners’ emphasized contentidn 
seems to have been a subterfuge. The public 
will insist on an official investigation that will 
bring out all the facts and apportion’ the responsi- 
bility for the continuance of the wasteful strike.

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THE TRUTH ABOUT CALUMET. 
The inhumanity and stupidity of alien mine 
ownership at Calumet, Mich., and the urgent 
need of strong aa or Federal intervention to 
enforce peace with justice, are revealed in the 
New Tork World’s news report on strike oondi- 

tions there. These are the major facts: 

1. Fifteen thousand men have been on strike 
five months. They demand $3 a day for un- 
derground workers and $2 a day for workers 
above ground, an eight-hour working day, 
and recognition of the Western Miners’ Fed- 
eration as the agency through which they 
shall sell their labor to the company. 

2. Miners’ wages have not been raised nor 
hours shortened in 15 years. Workers under- 
ground get $2.20 a day as against $3.50 in 
Montana, $3.75 in Arizona, $4 and upward in 
Nevada. Workers above ground get $1.75 a 
day, a much lower rate than is paid in other 
states. The men are worked two to three 
hours a day longer than nee miners in 
other states. 

3. The Calumet and 3 Mining Co., chiefly 
owned in Boston, owns and dominates the dis- 
trict. 

4. This company pays $24 to $40 yearly 
dividends on its $25 shares. It has paid $121,- 
000,000 of dividends in 40 years, besides in- 
vesting $40,000,000 of its earnings in equip- 
ment and railroad building, and $25,000,000 
more in buying nine other rich mines. 

. Officers of the company draw salaries 
ranging from $100,000 a year down to $10,000. 

6. “Since the strike was begun miners have 
been shot to death, children have been shot, 
guards, or ‘gunmen,’ as they are called here, 
have forfeited their lives, members of the 
Michigan National Guard have been shot and 
mines have been dynamited.” 

7. “Almost all the churches, some 30, and 
all the schools are located on ground owned 
by the company.” 

8. State troops and gunmen imported by the 
company from New York City have “forced 
strikers to get off the streets at 7 p. m. and 
not to leave their homes until 9 a. m. 

9. John A. Morfit, acting for the Department 
of Labor, proposed arbitration. The strikers 
accepted, the company deelmed. 

10. “The condition of the, families of the 
striking Miners is deplorable. Little children, 
with their bodies half naked, lie on the floors 
of the miners’ homes with little food.” 

11. “American miners were in the majority 
“for 10 years after the enterprise started. The 
majority now are Finns, Croatians, Hungar- 
fans and Italians.” n 


These conditions are intolerable in a free coun- 
try. The buginess men responsible for them do 
more to break down respect for law and for 
essential property rights than the most rabid 
anarchists. They are their own and their coun- 
try’s worst enemies. A way must be found to 
enforce them to decent dealing with their fellow 
men. 
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TRUST LEGISLATION. 

Prohibition of interlocking directorates and 
even of common ownership of the several com- 
panies into which convicted trusts have been or 
hereafter may be dissolved is foreshadowed from 
Washington as the next step to be taken by Con- 
gress in regulating the trusts. 

Pessimists are saying such prohibitions will 
not prevent constituent companies into which 
convicted trusts are divided by court decree from 
holding up prices if they continue (as Standard 
Oil’s several companies have continued from 1879 
down to this date, despite the Supreme Court's 
decree of dissolution) to divide territory on a 
noncompetitive basis. 

They admit the nation’s right and duty to 


— — 


declare any socially offensive or hurtful act a 


crime and to punish it with a prison term; but 
they ask, Can Congress constitutionally declare 
nonaction a crime? Can Congress, having led the 
horse to water and failed to make it drink, con- 
stitutionally punish it for not being thirsty?

If it be granted that monopolizing a necessity 
ef the common life and extorting an oppressive 
price for it is morally a crime, we think a way 
can be found to make it a crime in law as in 
morals, and to prevent it by imposing a suf- 
ficiently severe personal punishment for its com- 
mission.

CINCINNATI, . Jan. 5.—A distinct 
warning to the Federal League not to 
infringe what clubs in the National 


agreement consider their rights is given 
in the annual report of August Herr- 
mann, chairman of the National Base- 
ball Commission, made public here to- 
day. 

The Federal League, which operated 
clubs in 1913 in territory occupied by 
National agreement clubs, did not attain 
prosperity or prestige, the report says. 

“A passive policy has been pursued 
by the commission,-and the leagues di- 
rectly affected toward that organiza- 
tion, but if the contractural and res- 
ervation rights of National agreement 
clubs are not respected by its (federal 
League) promoters, it may become nec- 
essary to employ strenuous measures 
for the protection of the interests of ma- 


jor and minor league clubs.
